Claimsl ,3-4,7, 17,and 21-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Theprio art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest in combination, a stethoscope comprising a body, 
inlet pipe, diaphragm cup that is exchangeable, by a fastening ring, a personalized 
identifying ring having upper and lower surfaces being provided with at least one 
locating element for explicitly locating the identifying ring on the diaphragm cup, and 
means for securing in a removable fashion the cup to the body as claimed.
